PTO SHIELDS AND SAFETY!!!

Power Take Off (PTO) shafts are used to transmit power from a tractor or other source of power to
an implement. Two speeds are commonly used with PTO shafts, 540 and 1000 rpm. RPM means
revolutions per minute, the number of complete turns of the shaft in 60 seconds.

Did You Know?
The typical PTO shaft can:

Wrap up 424 feet of shoe lace in one minute at 540 rpm, or 785 feet of shoe lace at 1000 rpm. How long is your
shoe lace?

Wrap your arm or leg around the PTO shaft nine times in one second at 540 PTO rpm, or nearly 16 times in one
second at 1000 PTO rpm. Is your body that flexible?

Produce second degree burns on your skin, even if you are lucky enough to have the PTO strip only the cotton
clothing from your body. Nylon and other synthetics will cut into skin and muscle tissue rather than rub across
it.

Grind away skin, muscles, tendons, and break bones starting in less than three-fourths of one second when you
are caught by an unshielded PTO shaft.

A very strong man can generate about three-fourths of one horsepower. A tractor transmits nearly all of the
engine horsepower to the PTO shaft. There is simply no contest; even between a very strong man and a PTO
shaft -- the tractor will win.

PTO Entanglements

Most states usually have from twenty to fifty PTO entanglements per year that result in severe injury or death.
There are many more entanglements, however, that result in someone's clothing being partially or completely
torn off. This can result in severe skin burns when the clothing tightens up as it is pulled from the body.

Most farmers don't have to try too hard to remember someone who has been caught by an unshielded PTO
shaft. Some older people will chuckle about a long-past entanglement. But that chuckle is more of a nervous
reaction than true humor. PTO entanglement is not funny!

How Can You Be Safe When Using PTO Shafts?

First, make sure the shaft is shielded. This includes the driveline shield that covers the implement driveline, and
the master shield which covers the universal joint and PTO stub shaft on the tractor.

Maintain the shield so it can work for you. PTO driveline shields are usually mounted on bearings, so they need
to be maintained. Always REPLACE the shield when it is damaged or missing.

Next, keep a safe distance from it when in use. Keep others away, too. How far? A distance of twice your height
is a good start.

Always pay attention to what is happening. Most PTO victims were caught by surprise.

If something goes wrong -- stop the machinery; take the PTO out of gear, stop the engine and check the brake.
Put the keys in your pocket before working on the machinery.

When stopping the machinery for any reason -- end of work, lunch, repairs, or communication -- take the PTO
out of gear, stop the engine and check the brake.

The Pains Bay Fire has burned more than 45,000 acres on Alligator River National Wildlife
Refuge and the Department of Defense, Dare County Range.

The containment goalof the USFWS, DoD, and NCDFR is to keep the Pains Bay Fire contained
until there is sufficient rain to put it out.

Ground Fire & Smoke - Over 8,000 acres of organic soil (peat) continues to smolder,
generating enough smoke to impact air quality and visibility on Roanoke Island, the Outer
Banks and in Stumpy Point, Manns Harbor, and surrounding communities. The intensity of
the smoke depends on the weather, primarily the wind speed and direction. The ground
fire (burning peat) will continue until all the peat is consumed or the soil moisture rises to a
point that combustion cannot be sustained. Considering the current drought condition, it is
estimated that it will take a six-inch rain event to completely extinguish the burning peat.

Containment tactics -In the absence of significant rainfall, firefighters are using water
in a variety of methods to extinguish ground fire along containment lines on the
perimeter of the fire.

* High volume pumps are used to move water through a system of canals to
extinguish the burning peat by flooding blocks of land. It takes 163,000 gallons
of water to cover one acre of land with six inches of water.

* Rainbird sprinklers are used to raise the soil moisture on hot spots along the fire
perimeter.

* Anirrigation system is used to keep containment lines wet where there are no
roads or canals. The irrigation pumps run 24 hours per day.

* Wildland engines are used to mop up remaining hot shops along roads.

Even with all these suppression techniques, it is not possible to extinguish all
pockets of burning peat within the 45,000-acre Pains Bay Fire area. The limiting
factors are accessibility, elevation and pumping capacity. In much of the fire area,
there are no canals to move water for flooding, there are no roads for access to set
up sprinklers or use wildland engines. Much of the inaccessible ground fire is higher
in elevation than the surrounding ground, making it impossible to use the flooding
technique. Even if the entire 45,000 acres could be flooded, it would take years to
pump the volume of water needed.

**FOR CRITICAL EMERGENCIES** Step 1. Report all injuries and illnesses to the closest DIVS. DIVS will notify the Line EMT and
ICP Communications, and include the extent of the injury and transportation needed.
